She's petite, white and asked for by name at festivals 
and concerts. Neon T-shirts bear her name, and artists from Kanye to Miley 
to WOrkanna won't shart up abenat her. You can usually find her hand in hand 
with seamecane Inevk ing to parr her off at a party. And there are those who 
have it on eqpert authoricy oo stay the hell away from her. 


published a lengthy piece in its fashion and style 
section on the drug in June, in which users touted it 
as a purer, more approachable alternative to Ecstasy, 
favored by health-conscious professional types over 
cocaine and weed. 

As the drug’s profile rises, medical professional 
and law enforcement agents warn of the dangers 
associated with it. Molly can cause nausea, chills, 
sweating and extreme side effects such as kidney 
and heart failure as a result of overheating. Over- 
doses can bring seizures and loss of consciousness. 
Longer-term side effects can include anxiety, sleep- 
lessness, reduced sexual desire and aggression for up 
to aweek after it’s taken. 

Statistics suggest MDMA is again on the rise. In 
2005, 615,000 people over the age of 12 said they 
hed used dhe drug once in the lasr yen, according 
ton Substance Abuse ancl Meneal Health Services 
Agiministrations surwey, [n ze, the most recent sur 
wey avaible, the number dot to g2zan0.

The medical community and law enforce- 
ment beg to differ, citing the dangerous physi- 
cal and mental side effects of MDMA. 

Additionally, they say, when Molly passes 
hands at fests or concerts, there’s no guaran- 
tee it’s the pure, unaltered form of MDMA 
it’s sold to be. Ecstasy is commonly cut or 
mixed with other substances like aspirin, 
ephedrine, caffeine or even LSD. Dr. Westley 
Clark says a new name doesn’t change what 
the drug really is. 

“It’s just got a new dress on. If Molly is a 
‘pure’ form, the question is, who determined 
that?” said Clark, the director of the Center 
for Substance Abuse Treatment at the Sub- 
stance Abuse and Mental Health Services 
Administration. “When you're in the drug 
market, you don’t have the FDA. Part of the

Cuts will affect staff, arts, 
music, library programs

Chicago’s Board of Education on Wednesday 
passed a spending plan totaling about $6.6 
billion that drew criticism from nearly every 
cornet. 

“The bottom line is it’s an austerity budget 
approved on the soth anniversary of the 1963 
March on Washington and printed on the 
back of a promissory note that’s stamped ‘in- 
sufficient funds,’ ” Chicago Teachers Union 
Vice President Jesse Sharkey told the board. 

In addition to a $5.6 billion operating bud- 
get, the board approved more than $600 
million marked for debt service payment and 
$349 million in capital spending. 

It’s been known for weeks that the budget 
means cuts to staff and programs at schools,

Entering the 2013 season, the Bears’ Robbie 
Gould is the sixth-most accurate kicker in NFL 
history. Here are the field goals that stand out 
in his mind. ss. 


Jan. 14, 2007 vs. Seattle 

Gould tied this playoff game late in the fourth 
quarter with a 41-yard field goal, but it was his 
49-yard game-winner in overtime that secured 
his place in Bears history. Both Gould and 
Patrick Mannelly rank this kick as his best. 


Feb. 4, 2007 vs. Indianapolis 

In Super Bowl XLI, Gould converted his only 
field goal attempt, a 44-yarder in the fourth 
quarter. The Bears lost this game, but “kicking 
one in the Super Bowl was pretty neat.” 


Oct. 28, 2012 vs. Carolina 

Gould won this game with a 41-yard field goal 
as time expired, redeeming himself after miss- 
ing a 33-yarder earlier in the fourth quarter, a 
kick he called one of his roughest ever. 


THE STARTING LINE

It’s easy to forget this now, but in October 2005, Robbie Gould was a 22-year-old 


undrafted rookie hired to solve the Bears’ kicking troubles. Eight years later, Bears 


fans love Gould for being the most accurate kicker in team history. To his team- 


mates, he’s that and more.

“Here’s a Robbie Gould story,” third-year safe- 
ty Anthony Walters said. “My first year, I had 
just got a new car. And when we have practice 
indoors, we drive over to the indoor facility. 
So a couple of the vets made me drive them 
over. I grabbed my car and we drove over, and 
I parked in a handicap spot over there. 

“The whole practice, I was worried if I 
would get a ticket. They’re not going to ticket 
because it’s our facility, but I didn’t know that 
at the time. About a week later I came to the 
locker room, and I had this letter from [Bears 
Vice President} Cliff Stein, and it was basical- 
ly a fine for $20,000 for some ‘handicap act’ 
or something like that. 

“But the whole thing was a hoax. Turns out 
Robbie went upstairs and got Cliff to make 
this letter saying they were going to fine me 
20 grand for parking in that spot. ... They still 
laugh at it to this day, though.” 

“That wasn’t on me,” Gould said later 
with a smile. “It was more on [punter] Adam 
Podlesh. I was more an accomplice on that.” 

“We both had our hand in it,” Podlesh said, 
clarifying. “All I can say is that it went over 
very well.” 


| 

On the Bears, positional units create their 
own culture. But until recently, the special 
teams were, socially, a relatively splintered 
group. Gould changed that a year ago when 
he organized a weekly special teams dinner. 

“Special teams guys are all different rooms,” 
said Patrick Mannelly, the team’s long snap- 
per since 1998. “They come from [defensive 
backs], linebackers, receivers, so I thought 
it would be harder to get together. But we’ve 
got a good group of guys in our special teams 
meeting room, and once Robbie brought it 


up, guys bought right in and wanted to go.” 

The dinners take place most Thursdays 
during the season. On Gould’s nights, he in- 
vites teammates to his house for homemade 
meals from Chicago chefs Graham Elliot and 
Merlin Verrier. To a man, special teamers laud 
the impact these gatherings have on their re- 
lationship with teammates. 

“When you're lining up next to that person, 
you want to be comfortable with that person,” 
second-year player Joe Anderson said. “You 
don’t want to have no grudge, like “Who’s this 
guy?” You want to have a relationship with some- 
body next to you... like, ‘I want to block for him! 
This my guy! I want to block for this guy’ ” 

“Seeing the O-line do it for years and how 
well it helped them gel together, it was nice 
that everybody showed up,” Mannelly said. 
“Tt works well for us.” 


Even without any young kickers to mentor 
during the season, Gould finds ways to relay 
his knowledge to younger players. 

“He’s been in the league for a long time, so 
he knows schemes really well,” Mannelly said. 
“He’s always in somebody’s ear, giving advice.” 

“Robbie always helped me out when I was 
a rookie,” third-year tight end Kyle Adams 
said. “Robbie learned my name and encour- 
aged me, and tried to give me advice on spe- 
cial teams.” 

“He watches everything,” sixth-year cor- 
nerback Zack Bowman said. “He always tells 
me, ‘You're there. You just need to cross his 
face [Which is NFL vernacular for “go make 
the tackle.”}.’ Next play, I already know what 
to expect. Boom, I’m there, crossed his face, 
I made the tackle. Stuff like that, to help you 
become a better player.” 

“I dont think there’s really anything 
unique about it,” Gould said. “As an older 
player, you’ve been in how many meetings 
where you've sat and listened to special teams

coaches talk about techniques or why they do 
certain things at certain times or judging the 
wind. Those are things that for me I’ve had to 
come and understand. And why not pass it on 
to the young guys?” 


La yi wenL 
Gould’s talents in team-building, mentoring 
and pranking certainly build camaraderie, but 
you don't have to dig deep to understand what 
makes Gould so valuable to his team: It’s the 
kicking, stupid! He’s converted an unreal 85.6 
percent of his attempts in his eight seasons. 

‘At the end of the day, the way you earn re- 
spect in the National Football League,” Gould 
said, “{is} the way you carry yourself and the 
way you do your job on a daily basis, not just 
on Sundays.” 

For eight seasons, Gould has been doing his 
job on a daily basis AND on Sundays. But for 
Podlesh, Gould’s greatest moment took place

in training camp in 2011. 

“We were on the sideline and he wanted to 
warm up, but we only had one field because we 
were at [Olivet Nazarene University’s} stadium 
field,” Podlesh said. “We didn’t have a goal post 
at the time because we had [offense and de- 
fense] out practicing. 

“So he said to one of the ball boys, ‘Just run 
down to the end line and put your arms up.’ 
Like, to make a goal post. He was about 45 
yards out. We do six or seven kicks in a row 
... and Robbie puts every single one of them 
between the kid’s arms like 45 yards down the 
field.” Podlesh shook his head in disbelief. 

“Those would be the greatest kicks I’ve ever 
seen,” he said. “Didn’t miss one.”

For his breakout documentary “Super Size Me,” 
Morgan Spurlock ate nothing but McDonald’s for 
30 days. For his concert doc “One Direction: This 
Is Us,” the filmmaker listened to nothing but the 
boy band while following and filming Harry, Zayn, 
Niall, Liam and Louis for six months. How do 


those two experiences compare? 


“It’s addictive,” says Spurlock with a laugh. “Once it gets 
in your brain it doesn’t go away. I can’t tell you how many 
nights I woke up singing One Direction songs.” 

To most people who aren't teenage girls, that may sound 
brutal. The look at the band’s behind-the-scenes goofi- 
ness and bond in “This Is Us,” however, proves surpris- 
ingly amusing. It’s because One Direction comes off as 
the down-to-Earth, likable antithesis to, say, the focus of 
“Justin Bieber: Never Say Never.” 

At the Park Hyatt, Spurlock, 42, talked about the differ- 
ence between One Direction and Bieber, the women who 
flood hotels in search of 1D and how a One Direction doc- 
umentary about Morgan Spurlock would turn out. Watch 
video from this interview at redeyechicago.com. 


Everything you hear lately with all the Bieber nonsense 
going onis, “When anyone is 19, they do stupid stuff 

and make all these mistakes,” but based on your movie, 
these guys aren’t going through that. Why is that? 

The difference between them and Justin Bieber is— 
there’s a few things. One is I think they’ve been incredi- 
bly smart about surrounding themselves with people who 
will say, “That’s not a good idea.” They aren't surrounded 
by “yes” men. I think they’re surrounded by people who 
question the things they want to do. The band actually 
gets to make decisions of what happens with the band. 
They vote democratically, the five of them. “Are we going 
to add more dates to the tour? Are we going to have mati- 
nees? Are we going to have this sponsor?” 


How easily do those decisions get made? 

Well, it’s a democracy. Three out of five decide. Lucky 
there’s five guys in the band. So once three people vote 
one way, the decision’s done. And I think the other 
reason why they’ve had no big [scandalous] moments is 
because each guy has four other guys that [are] constantly 
there to ground them and bring them back and support 
them.

Ethan Hawke jumps

LOS ANGELES After taking time away to fo- 
cus on family and stage acting, Ethan Hawke 
is getting back to film and stepping into the 
driver’s seat in his latest role as a racecar driver 
trapped in a car and racing against time in the 
action-thriller “Getaway.” 

“Getaway,” which will be released in the- 
aters Friday, also stars Selena Gomez, who 
plays a tech-savvy teenager. 

The film comes on the heels of a string of 
box office successes for Hawke, including 
2012 indie horror film “Sinister” and this year’s 
surprise horror hit “The Purge.” Hawke, 42, 
spoke to Reuters about working with Gomez, 
acting in horror films and finding dream roles. 


“Getaway” explores a more intimate setting 
by trapping your character in a car. Did it put 
pressure on you to convey more emotion? 

What’s fun about this movie is that in any 


given take, there were 12 cameras mounted 
on this car to get all these crazy angles, and it’s 
something I’ve never done before. ... It’s a hard 
balance inside any action movie, to try to bring 
any authenticity of emotion and human be- 
havior to these outlandish circumstances. One 
thing I enjoyed about the simplicity of being 
stuck in this car, it let Selena and I have fun. 
How different is Hollywood today compared 
to when you were Gomez’s age, in your early 
20s? 
It’s a very difficult landscape she’s trying to 
navigate right now. I think it’s much more dif- 
ficult today to be a young person and grow up. 
The constant buzz and pressure and noise and 
static of the Internet, and the way it makes 
young people feel makes it difficult to grow 
up and develop the way one might want to. 
I’m very grateful that when I was first going 
through this in the early ’90s, it was much 
easier, but that said, the basic facts of it have 
always been dangerous. 

I'll be curious to see, she’s at a really inter- 
esting moment in her life. Is she going to con- 


tinue to be a musician, is she going to develop 
as an actress, is she [going to} continue to do 
both? It’s so hard for every young person, try- 
ing to figure out the adult you want to be. 
You’ve been in two successful horror mov- 
ies in the past two years, “Sinister” and “The 
Purge.” What do you enjoy the most about 
working on horror films? 

Inside the genre of being scary, you can almost 
talk about anything you want. “The Purge” 
has huge socio-political undertones, but it’s 
not a political film—it’s a scary film. But it 
lets you make a movie that gets seen, and lets 
you speak to audiences in a way that I think is 
really interesting. 

You are now in your fourth decade acting. Do 
you still have any dream roles you would love 
to play? 

Oh yes, I’m getting to do one right now. I’m 
about to start rehearsals for “Macbeth” at 
Lincoln Center {in New York]. It’s something 
I’ve longed to do my whole life, to do one of 
the big Shakespeares in a really serious pro- 
duction. 

You played Hamlet in 2000. Usually people 
say an actor’s career is marked by playing 
Shakespeare’s great tragic heroes Hamlet, 
Macbeth and King Lear. 

So I must be 40 now! I’m on my way to Lear!

Wigmaker to the stars

“Pop star to wig star”—that’s how Bob Kretschmer 
describes his unusual career path. The former mem- 
ber of the band Icehouse now works as an expert wig- 
maker for films including “Percy Jackson: Sea of Mon- 
sters” and “The Mortal Instruments: City of Bones.” 

“I find the process is the same—music and wig 
making,” he said. “Obviously, it’s a different thing 
you're making, but it’s very creative. It’s very intense.” 

Kretschmer, 64, who was born in Australia, traces 
his fascination with music and hair all the way back 
to Elvis Presley. “As a kid, I always wanted to have hair 
like Elvis Presley and black hair, like a big bouffant,” 
Kretschmer said. “And I could never get it. I just 
didn’t have the look.” 

He eventually moved to L.A. and returned to wig 
making, creating his first film wig for Marlon Brando 
in 1994’s “Don Juan DeMarco.” Since then, he’s made 
many, many others, including those featured in “Percy 
Jackson: Sea of Monsters,” which came out earlier this 
month. 


“The last wig I make will be the Elvis wig,” he joked. 
“I don’t know who the actor will be.” 

To make a wig, Kretschmer creates a cap of fine 
netting, which is fit to a mold of the actor’s head. 
He performs an initial fitting to make sure the cap is 
comfortable and devises a detailed plan: which color 
and style the wig will be, how it will fall and swing, 
how much height it will have and how it will inte- 
grate with the actor’s natural hairline. “You might 
use the front or parts of their hair, or you pull their 
hair through,” he said. 

Then he sits down and ties strands of hair onto the 
netting, one by one. According to Krestchmer, “there 
are about five, six classic knots that will give you a dif- 
ferent quality or architecture for the wig.” The trick is 
deciding which one to use when. 

For most of his wigs, Kretschmer uses finely tex- 
tured, non-chemically-treated hair from Eastern Eu- 
rope. “Hair to me is like mirrors—it reflects color,” he 
said. “It’s very hard to dye hair and get some of these 
colors.”

West Loop distillery and bar makes the case for vodka & gin

Chicago drinkers have come around to some 
intensely flavored liquors over the past few 
years, embracing anything barrel-aged and

“Vodka has 
been looked down on by some 
mixologists, but we’re really cel- 
ebrating it here,” said Tremaine 
Atkinson, one of the partners behind 
just-opened CH Distillery in the West Loop. 
“What’s nice about vodka is that it doesn’t get 
in the way of other flavors in a cocktail.” Using 
wheat grown 60 miles away in Kaneville, IIL, 
CH Distillery makes its own vodka and two 
types of gin, which take center stage at the dis- 
tillery’s 50-seat cocktail bar. “Because it’s made 
here batch-by-batch, there is this very subtle, 
sweet character from the grain that comes 
through,” Atkinson said of CH’s creations. Still

but CH’s clean, crisp version is 
a neutral mixed-drink base that 
lets other liquors and mixers 
come to the fore. CH makes the 
vast majority of its cocktail ingre- 
dients in-house, from orange curacao 

to tonic water. That explains why CH’s classic 
Moscow Mule (vodka, housemade ginger beer 
and lime juice) is miles lighter and more citrusy 
than overly saccharine specimens that I’ve 
had elsewhere. Vodka also makes an excellent 
blank slate for bartenders to experiment with 
infusions. Serrano chili-infused vodka adds 
a mellow but noticeable heat to the Rhymes 
With Orange cocktail (all cocktails $1), but 
the warmth quickly falls into step with ripe

watermelon, lime and orange curacao flavors 
that taste especially summer-appropriate. 
While the lapsang suchong tea steeps in vodka 
for only about 40 minutes each day to produce 
another one of the bar’s infusions, that’s long 
enough to impart an intensely smoky, almost 
peat-like quality to the Oxycontin Cocktail. If 
you're a scotch fan, this drink is for you. 


“I don’t know much 
about spirits.” 
Don't think that visiting the bar at a distillery 
is just for liquor geeks. My server was friendly 
and patient with my questions and—un- 
prompted—offered a small flight of the distill- 
ery’s offerings for me to try before selecting a 
cocktail. She explained the difference between 
CH?’s London dry gin and its key gin; basically, 
key gin is a more citrusy, less herbal version of 
the spirit, a “bridge between vodka and gin,” as 
she put it. If you’re a vodka drinker new to gin, 
try this one. If you’re a gin drinker who’s skep- 
tical about vodka, maybe this is your gateway 
booze. And if you’re absolutely not into either, 
CH does offer two rums (one clear and one 
slightly aged) and in a few weeks will have its 
own lightly aged whiskey, all available only at 
the cocktail bar. 


CH stands for carbon and hydro- 
gen, the main compounds in alco- 
hol, but also is a nod to Chicago. 


“The bar can’t be 

as cool as the other options on 
Randolph Street.” 
Au contraire. If you’ve been on a brewery 
tour, you’ve seen the metal tanks, blinking 
screens and myriad hoses that help create 
your beer. Distilling equipment, especially 
the German stills at CH Distillery, are quite 
a bit softer and less industrial-looking than 
the stuff at a brewpub. Visible behind the 
windows that line the cocktail bar’s east 
side, these three stills almost look like mod- 
ern sculptures, and the rest of the room is 
as sexy and contemporary as any West Loop 
hot spot. A palette of soft grays and indigo 
blues blankets the minimally decorated 
lounge, while tinsel-like twinkling lights over 
the bar contribute to a totally date-worthy 
atmosphere.

“Pm hungry!” 
I’m always hungry, so I’ve got your back on 
this one. Though there’s not a full kitchen at 
CH Distillery, a visible prep area turns out 
surprisingly flavorful small plates that will tide 
you over before dinner, or provide enough of a 
snack to keep you from getting too loopy if you 
hang at the bar for a few hours. There’s a Scan- 
dinavian bent to the tight menu, with plenty of 
fish, caviar and horseradish sprinkled through- 
out. The beet- and gin-cured gravlax (raw salm- 
on) plate ($11) heightened the smokiness of the 
Oxycontin Cocktail but wouldn’t overpower a 
gin martini. But at the end of my night—even 
after a few drinks—it was the smoked white- 
fish spread ($12), served on surprisingly moist

black rye with rough-chopped hard-boiled 
egg, that I remembered most for its satisfying 
blend of herbs and salt. Rare roast beef, corned 
duck and a selection of charcuterie, most of 
which come from West Loop Salumi, round 
out the meatier options. 


Bottom line: Randolph Street doesn’t lack 
for cool bars, but even in its first few weeks, 
CH Distillery holds its own. Vodka and gin 
fans certainly should have it on their radars, 
but it may be even more of a must-visit for 
spirits newbies looking for an accessible intro 
to craft cocktails. After all, it’s not every day I 
return from a night of drinking having learned 
more than I’ve forgotten.

Does River North 
have too many bars?

The proposal to place a moratorium on addi- 
tional tavern licenses for a popular section of 
River North advanced Wednesday. 

The ordinance, which was put forth by 
Ald. Brendan Reilly (42nd), calls for a mora- 
torium on issuing tavern licenses in an area 
bordered by Illinois Street to the north, the 
Chicago River to the south, State Street 
to the east and Wells Street to the west. A 
stretch of Franklin Street from Huron Street 
to Ontario Street is also listed among the pro- 
posed moratorium zone. 

Reilly said his ward is dense and has a high 
concentration of liquor licenses. For example, 
he said, the Hubbard and Kinzie street cor- 
ridors from State Street to Wells Street have 
140 liquor licenses: 18 tavern licenses, 13 late- 
hour licenses, 10 packaged goods licenses, 16 
outdoor patios and 83 incidental activity li- 
censes (for consumption on premises at busi- 
nesses where sale of alcohol is secondary). 

“As you can imagine, when you have a high 
concentration of liquor in a very confined 
space, that can create all sorts of quality-of- 
life concerns and frankly pose an undue bur- 


den for local police,” Reilly said at the City 
Council Committee on License and Con- 
sumer Protection meeting. The committee 
advanced the ordinance. 

The alderman said he is not seeking to lim- 
it the number of incidental licenses that res- 
taurants that serve alcohol are granted. But 
rather, he said, he is attempting to codify his 
practice of routinely opposing tavern applica- 
tions in the area. Taverns can pose a drain on 
police resources when officers have to serve 
as bouncers by removing overly intoxicated 
patrons from premises, he said. 

The Hospitality Business Association of 
Chicago, which represents 200 locally owned 
bars and restaurants in the city, didn’t support 
the moratorium, citing concerns on how it 
would impact existing businesses. 

“Overall with this ordinance, the existing 
licensees will have a harder time transferring 
it [to new ownership or investors}],” associa- 
tion managing director Patrick Doerr said. 

The city has the option to lift the morato- 
rium to make such changes, Reilly said. 

The proposed ordinance goes to the full 
City Council for approval Sept. 11.

The route Middle Eastern cuisine took to enter the American mainstream, it turned out, went 
straight through Chipotle Way. In downtown Chicago alone, there’s more than than a dozen 
places where you can order shawarmas and doner kebabs via the point-and-serve fast food mod- 
el. This wasn’t the case a decade ago. 

With quick-service Middle Eastern comes obligatory falafel, which of all the fried foods that 
can enter your body, isn’t the worst thing for you. At least the chickpeas (or fava beans) give you 
ahit of fiber, unlike nutritionally absent french fries and onion rings. The falafel at four popular 
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quick-serve operations is quite similar, but the distinction lies in the accompanying sauces.
